Farm History 
From J.W. and Wiletta Gooch letter 


"The first records on this land show that Headright Augustine Co. purchased 
640 acres on November 13, 1850. It was later divided into smaller farms. James 
Simmons purchased 71 1/2 acres of this land in 1855, then it was sold to Martin 
Baker on February 24, 1855. This cabin was built around 1857. We’ve always been 
told that Grandpa Hallmark built it, using the same building plans as all the 
other cabins that were built around 1857. William M. and Lucinda Cornelius paid 
$300 cash, and a promisary note for $175 at 10% interest. This note was paid 
off. After R.J. Hallmark’s death, his wife sold her interest in this farm to 
her son-in-law and daughter, William Marion and Lucinda Cornelius. They had 
3 daughters. Their second daughter was Lucreta Mindory Cornelius. She Married 
John Wesley Gooch." (omitting some details of John’s growing up) 

John and Lucreta aquired the cabin in 1896 and all their chldren were raised 
there. Lucreta died in 1937 but John continued to live there with other family 
members until he died in 1963, at the age of 93. Restoration on the cabin was 
finished in 1982 by Mickey and Mildred Cooley. Mildred is a grand daughter of 
John Wesley Gooch. The log cabin still stands on the farm land located on Log 
Cabin Road. It is a historical site jn Cooke County, Tex. It is furnished as 
typical farm house of the middle and late 1800’s and is opened to the public.

Lt. Col Henry Gooch’s second wife was Jane Jones. Her brother, Orlando Jones 
had a daughter named Frances Jones. Frances married Col. John Dandridge. He 
was a wealthy planter. Their daughter Martha, was born May 1732. At age 17 
she married Daniel Parke Custis a Wealthy Virginia planter, 13 years older 
than she. They had 4 children, 2 died in childhood. She was a young widow 
age 27 when she met and married George Washington. They cared for two of their 
grandchildren whose father died in the revolutionary war. They were George 
and Eleanor Custis. It was George (George Washington Parke Custis) and his 
famous son-in-law Civil War general, Robert E. Lee who gives identity to 

the Custis-Lee mansion located in Arlington National Cemetery, Washington,DC. 
The site of Arlington Nat. Cem. was once Custis then Lee plantation land. 


George and Martha never had children of their own. They are buried in the 
family vault at Mt. Vernon. A trip to Mt. Vernon is well worth the effort. 
Allow 3 to 4 hours at minimum, and carry good walking shoes to see it all.

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DRURY GOOCH 


Drury Gooch was born c 1778 in Greenville Co., S.C. His father, James 
Gooch, had gone to S. C. with his father-in-law, Samuel Kelly, and others 
from Caswe}] Co., N.C. 

The family appears on the 1790 Greenville Co., S.C.census, the 1800 
Spartanburg County, S.C. census and the 1810 Warren Co., Ky. Census. 
Warren Co. became Allen Co., Ky. in 1812. 

James Gooch appears on the 1808 Warren Co.,:Ky. tax list and by 1810 
both James and Drury appeared. Drury was 21 years of age in 1810 when he 
was in Washington Co., Mo. where his cousins Jesse Benton Jr. and Thomas 
Hart Benton owned land. 

Drury's aunt, Nancy Ann Gooch, had married Jesse Benton and the older 
children from the marriage of William Gooch Sr. and Kestah Hart were 
close. Drury named a daughter Nancy Benton Gooch. Nancy was my 
ancestress. Her obituary shows the relationship to the Benton family. 

Drury married Rebecca (Patsy) Whitehead who was a daughter of Robert 
Whitehead from Orange Co., N.C. Robert Whitehead changed the county seat 
from Herculaneum to Hillsboro, Mo. 

Drury, as an Ensign, and Robert Whitehead served in the Washington Co. 
militia in the War of 1812. 

Drury was a constable in Jefferson Co., Mo. in 1829. 

None of Drury’s brothers or sisters followed him to Mo. 

Rebecca died between 1831 and 1836. Sarah was born blind in 1831; 
possibly as aresult of measles which had been contracted from her 
mother. Drury married Mrs. Nancy Vernon in 1836. 

It is said that Drury's second wife was cruel to Sarah. Drury was about 
to divorce her when she allegedly poisoned him in 1839. 

In Drury's will he left $5.00 to each of the six older children and the 
balance of the estate to the three youngest children and his second wife 
Nancy and her mentally il] son. Sne named another of her sons as Executor 
the estate. 

| was impressed with the books left by the estate; the usual Bible, 
Hymnals, medical books and law books. 

By 1841 Mrs. Gooch had married for the third time; she was now a 
wealthy widow. 

Nancy Gooch Benton, born 1758, died Janaury 2, 1837 in St. Louis, Mo. at 
the home of her son Thomas Hart Benton, the Senator. He died April 10, 
1858 in Washington D.C. Jesse Benton Jr. died in Sabine Parish, Louisiana 
In 1843, He had no children. 

Samuel Benton died in 1846 in St. Augustine, Texas. Nathaniel died in 
Dyer, Co., Tenn. in 1830. Mary died in 1817 in Williamson Co., Tenn. Her 
three youngest daughters, Margaret, Nancy Anne and Susan all died, 1806- 
1810, Williamson Co., Tenn., from T.B. They are buried near Hillsboro, Tenn. 
- "the grave of three sisters”.
